WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(/)-- 
To administer the nation’s finances 
through the vital period that lies 
just ahead, President Roosevelt has 
chosen his neighbor, close friend and 
trusted personal advisor, Henry Mor- 


genthau Jr. 

Morgenthau, Friday, will become 
the actual, if not titular head of the 
treasury department, while Secretary 
Woodin, whose resignation the chief 
executive declined to accept, takes 
a leave of absence and goes west in 
search of rest and health. 

Morgenthau will be sworn in as 
undersecretary and assume his duties 
as active head of the treasury Friday 


Supports ent. 

Morgenthau received newspaper- 
men late today and asserted his un- 
wavering “support for the Roosevétt™ 
policy of buying gold here and abroad 
in the expectation of forcing commodi- 
ty prices upward. 

Otherwise, he declined to comment 
on fiscal and monetary subjects. 

He said he hoped to take with him 
to the treasury Herbert Gaston, who 
has been his first lieutenant both as 
New York state commisioner of con- 
servation and governor of the farm 
credit administration. 

To make room for Morgenthau, 
Dean Acheson, youthful undersecre- 
tary of the treasury, submitted his 
‘resignation, and Mr. Roosevelt ac- 
cepted it with a word of regret and 
appreciation for his service. 

The president announced these 
changes today to a group of cor- 
respondents assembled before his pa- 
per-laden desk. In a tone of deep fecl- 
ing, Mr. Roosevelt read in their en- 
tirety letters exchanged between him- 
self and Woodin. 

“You know that every policy of 
yours has had and still has my de- 
voted support,” the cabinet officer 
wrote in part, “and I have never

$1,500,000 Allotted for 
Dock Off Atlantic Coast 
To Test Feasibility of 
Ocean Air Line Plan. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15. —(®) — 
Secretary Roper said today the public 
works administration had allotted 
$1,500,000 for building a seadrome, a 
quarter the requested size, 500 miles 
off the Atlantic coast for experimental 
purposes. ; 

If the experiment succeeds, Roper 
said full sized seadromes, 1,250 feet 
long, would be placed at 500-mile in- 
tervals across the ocean to Europe. 

Roper estimated that about four 
months would be required to build the 
demonstration section. The entire air- 
way would cost $30,000,000 and about 
80 per cent of the total would go for 
labor, employing 10,000 men for two 
years. 

The development is also dependent 
upon the approval of the state depart- 
ment, he said, adding this was ex- 
pected momentarily. 

“Studies conducted by the depart- 
ment’s aeronautical experts show that 
an airway of these floating islands 
will assure efficient, safe, dependable 
and profitable 24-hour mail, passenger 
and express airplane service between 
the principal cities of the Atlantic 
seaboard and western European capi- 
tals,” Secretary Roper said. |

tic airway would be made available

Ly ‘Wright, of Abbeville, was fatally 
injured in. an‘ automobile accident 
here today. He’ died fir hours after 
being hurt. Rev. 0. W. Jordan, of 
Réchell, Rev. HOR. Gewis. of Oak- 
field and Rev. Wright were en route 
together to Brunswick to attend the 
Methodist annual conference, 

They were crossing another highway 
when a car driven by Mrs. Lottie 
Ginn, of Screven, going to Ludowici, 
struck the side of the ministers’ car 
and caused it to turn around. Rev. 
Wright, on the back seat, was thrown 
out and suffered.a skull fracture. Mrs. 
Ginn was taken into custody pending 
an investigation. 

Rev. Jordan and Rey. Lewis suf- 
fered slight injuries. Rev. Wright 
was formerly pastor of the Jesup 
Methodist church. 

Mr. Wright was a highly esteemed 
member of the conference. His con- 
gregation at Abbeville was unusu- 
ally devoted to him and, although he 
had completed the usual term of serv- 
ice in that pastorate,ethe Abbeville 
church had expressed the wish that 
he might be returned to them. 

The Rev. Jordan, of Rochelle, one 
of the injured ministers, is a nephew 
of the late Revy. T, F.. Drake,. who, 
with “Mrs. Drake, was killed in an 
automobile wreck in the same locality 
while returning from the conference 
at Albany last year. 

On November 21 a year ago, the 
Rey. Mr. Drake and Mrs. Drake were 
found burned to death in the. ruins 
of their automobile, where it _ had.

Others were représent- 
ed by telegrams and letters of felicita- 
tion. 

Born On a Farm. | 
Mr. Vinson was born on a farm 
near Milledgeville, on September 27, 
1875, and was educated at the Geor- 
gia Military College. At 18 he decided 
he would go out into the world and 
seek his fortune. There was nothing 
on the farm to interest him. Instead 
of going west, the usual procedure at 
that time, he headed in an easterly 
— and brought up in Savan- 
nah. 
After the usual foot-sore search for 
work, he found a berth with an A. 
& P. store—an “old line” store—as 
a grocery clerk or general helper, His 
pay to start with was 25 cents a day. 
It wasn’t much but it was a start, and 
young Vinson took hold with a vim.

Semitism in the German Christian 
church and the advocated abandon- 
ment of the Old Testament “with its 
mereantile Jewish morals,’ was the 
issue at stake. 

Reichsbishop Ludwig Mueller, center 
of the strife, had announced he would 
hear the protect of Rev. Niemaeller 
today, but put off the appointment 
until tomorrow on account of the 
death of a friend. , 

This gave the opposition to German 


Christian leaders time to formulate : 
their demands in writing and make 


them public in a letter to Bishop 
Mueller, which, among other things, 
said “we regard the holy writ as the 
sole source of revelations and the 
sold guide to our teachings and faith 
in life.” 

Meanwhile, two nazi*German Chris- 
tian leaders, Rev. Joaquin Hossen- 
felder,’ president of the nazi church 
movement; and Dr. Reinhold Krause, 
chief of the Berlin section of the nazi 
German Christians, stoutly reaffirmed 
that Semitism must be kept out of 
the German Evangelical church. 

Bishop Mueller, disavowing “hot- 
heads” who seek abolition of the cru- 
cifix as a religious symbol and elimi- 
nation of the Old Testiment today or- 
dered Dr. Krause suspended from 
church offices. It was his recent 
speech at a German Christian mass 
meeting that led to a storm of pro- 
test. '

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(?)— 
‘A demand that politics be laid aside 
‘and speed be applied to administering 
relief under the civil works division 
‘was voiced before 500 state and city 
officials today by President Roose- 


velt. 

Speaking to the crowd that had as- 
sembled in the White House, the chief 
executive said reports had come to 
him that politics had crept into the 
administration of relief. 

“I simply want to tell you that your 
national government is not trying to 
gain political advantage one way or 
‘another out of the needs of buman 
beings for relief,” he said. 

“Il expect the same spirit from 
every governor, and I expect the same 
spirit from every mayor and from 
every relief administrator. 

“I want it understood that no per- 
son connected with the administration 
of this $400,000.000 will in any in- 
stance ask whether a person needing 
work is a republican, a democrat, a 
socialist or anything else. 

Work for 4,000,000. 

“Our effort is to put 4,000,000 men 
back to work in the winter months so 
that we can honestly say as a na- 
tion that this winter will not be like 
last winter or the winter hefore.” 

The president was referring to the 
civil works plan that already had been 
outlined to the state and city officials 
by Harry L. Hopkins, the civil works 
administrator, and Secretary Ickes, 
public works administrator. 
Hopkins and Ickes were applauded as 
they told of the plan they said was 
designed to hold back poverty and des- 
titution until the $3,300.000,000 pub- 
lic works program could get fully 
under way. 

The officials listened to Hopkins for 
an hour as he read and then explained 
the rules under which the plan would 
operate. At noon regional represen- 
tatives of the relief administration, 
with which the civil works division is 
coupled, explained in more detail the 
plans for various states at luncheon 
conferences. Hopkins urged haste in 
getting under way the projects, all 
of which he said were to use a maxi- 
mum of day labor. Ickes called the 
plan one that would tide the nation 
over the winter until the public works 
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build up Tesistance!

Funds will be made available imme- 
diately and there will be a federal dis- 
bursing officer in each state.” 

Large building projects such as 
be undertaken, Hopkins said. These 
require too much time to get under 
way and really come under the pub- 
lie works act, he added. The work 
would be largely confined to lesser 
city and state projects. 

City, County Funds Sought. 

Cities and counties were called upon 
to put_up some of the money to be 
spent. Where this is not possible, 
Hopkins said. the federal money 
should all be allotted for civil works 
projects and the city and county 
money used for direct relief, taking 
over as inuch as possible of the work 
of providing for the 1,000,000 fam- 
ilies that still will be on the relief 
rolls. 

“Don’t look on this as the federal 
government doing something for the 
cities and states.” he said. “Look 
on it as the nation doing something 
4n a great co-operative movement.” 

Ickes said that tomorrow he would 
begin to turn over to Hopkins what 
are known as “border line” projects. 

In outlining the plan, Hopkins said 
the public works administration rules 
as to hours of work and wages would 
govern. These forbid working more 
than 30 hours a week except that time 
lost because of bad weather may be 
made up within 20 days and on proj- 
ects where complete housing of. em- 
ployes is necessary they may work 
40 hours. 

_ , Wage Minimums Set. 

Minimum wages were set at 
cents an hour for common labor and 
$1 for skilled labor in the southern

strengthening of Georgia’s banking 
system is presented in the agree- 
ment of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation to purchase the notes 
and debentures of banks with small 
capitalization, making it thus pos- 
sible for them to tmcrease their cap- 
ital stock to a point where they 
can become members of the fed- 
eral reserve system. 
‘ Under the law creating the fed- | 
eral reserve, no bank with a capi- | 
talization of less than $25,0v0 is 
eligible for membership. There are 
between 40 and 50 such banks in 
Georgia, and it is to open the way 
for these banks to gain the backing 
and securing of federal reserve 
membership that the debenture 
plan has been worked out, 

It is, of course, optional with 
these banks as to whether or not 
they will take advantage of the op- 
portunity offered, but it is not 
probable that they will hesitate to 
do so in view of the protection 
offered by the federal reserve sys- 
tem during the years of depression 
when non-member banks were clos- 
ing their doors by the hundreds 
every month. 

With the small banks as well as 
the large ones in Georgia members 
of the system, the state need fear 
no more epidemics of closing banks 
such as it has suffered pas the 
past three years.

Atlanta Mercury To Hit 25:

Joseph A. McCord and Late Father 
Have Lived Under Every President 


From George Washington to Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt is a long time. In- 


credibly long it seems to be in the 
memories of one man and his son. 
But if one knows the father was 
born in 1794 and the son in 1857 the 
explanation may be found in a bit of 
figuring. Or it may be more con- 
clusively obtained from the son him- 
self. He is Joseph A. McCord, former 
governor of the Federal Reserve bank, 
of Atlanta, and for many years a 
militant democrat. 

Mr. McCord and his father, the late 
William Stuart McCord, who died in 
1868 at the age of 74, together have 
lived under every president of this 
country. William McCord was born 
in Abbeville, §. C., during Washing- 
ton’s second administration. He 
fought in the War of 1812, attaining 
the rank of lieutenant colonel, and 
moved to Georgia in 1819, settling 
about one mile west of Covington. 

One of Mr. McCord’s early recol- 
lections of his father is an incident 
that happened toward the end of the 
War Between the States. “We were 
living at the time in the Snapping 
Shoals district. There had been an 
engagement between Federal and Con- 
federate troops one afternoon in 1864 
not far from our vieinity. The Fed- 
eral troops, known as Kilpatrick’s di- 
vision, were a part of Sherman’s raid- 
ers. By sunrise the next morning, 
which was Sunday, they hafl reached 
our house and invited themselves to 
breakfast. They became angered with 
my father, because he was unable to 
tell them the location of @utler’s 
bridge, and started to hang him, go- 
ing so far as to fasten the rope on a 
limb and put the noose around his 
neck. 

“After reciting hig service in the 
War of 1812 in which he served the 
Union forces against the British, his 
own temper flared up, and he con- 
cluded what he had to say with “Now, 
damn you—hang!” Instead they re 
moved the rope and let him alone. 


“People think they're hard up now. 
But these times aren’t hard when one 
thinks of the years just after the 
war. I was young then, but I can 
recall the coffee we had made of dried 
parched yams and parched wheat 
mixed and ground in a coffee mill. 
Our sugar was the crystallized por- 
tion of a barrel of sorghum, and salt 
was obtained by boiling the dirt dug 
from the floor of the smokehouse. Sil- 
ver was scarce. So the government 
issued some fractional currency.” 

He opened his wallet and took out 
a collection of old bills. 

“These were called shinplasters. 
This three-cent one was for postage. 
All the denominations up to are 
there, with the exception of the 35- 
cent bill. There also was one for 75 
cents. This currency was used up to 
1875, when the government resumed 
specie payment.” 

Mr. McCord cast his firs: vote for 
a president when he voted for Samuel 
J. Tilden. That was a few months 
before his twenty-first birthday (the 
present voting restrictions were not 
in effect at that time). Since then 
he has voted for every democratic 
candidate for the presidency. He re- 
calls personal contact with William 
Howard Taft, who was guest at a 
*possum supper in Atlanta and escort- 
ed afterwards by Mr, — to 
Athens, where he was enftrtained in 
the Classic City “by Miss Mildred 
Rutherford. “Teddy” Roosevelt he 
also knew and greatly admired. Calvin 
Coolidge was another president es- 
corted during his stay in this city by 
Mr. McCord, who was governor of 
the Federal Reserve bank at the time. 

Mr. McCord served on the currency 
commission appointed by President 
Wilson, having been the author of a 
plan of currency reform, and held hie 
position as first governor of the bank 
for 10 years. When Franklin D. 
Roosevelt was elected, the new presi- 
dent made the thirty-second chief ex- 
ecutive in the lives of Mr. McCord 


and his father.

His friendship 
with Mr. Roosevelt, alws>s deeply 
personal, was even further closely 
cemented during this period. 
The first strain upon that tie 
found Mr. Roosevelt standing stanch- 
ly by his cabinet officer. The sen- 
ate Cookin investigation disclosed 
that Woodin’s name appeared § on 
several of the J. P. Morgan lists of 
preferred customers, all of them be- 
fore the former had come into the 
cabinet. Mr. Roosevelt’s answer was 
to take the secretary with him as 
his guest on a week-end cruise the 
following Saturday.

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_ Change in Educational 
' System Deferred _ for 
Year After Two Days of 
Heated Debate. 


BY BEN F. MYER. 

AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. 15,—(@)— 
The Georgia Baptist convention de- 
cided late today there would be no 
change in its educational system for 
at least one year. 

This action came after heated de- 
bate on the floor of the convention 


for the major portion of the first two 
days of the annual meeting following 
recommendations of a special commit- 
tee of seven that the convention cen- 
tralize educational activities at Mer- 
cer University, Macon. 

The special committee was headed 
by Dr. 1. E. Sammons, of Macon, 
president of the convention. , 

Outstanding leaders of the denomt- 
nation in the state spoke on opposite 
sides of the question. Included in the 
committee recommendations was the 
discontinuance of two denominational 
institutions of higher learning and 
changing the status of two others. 

When the convention appeared 
deadlocked on the question of future 
educational work, Dr. Ellis Fuller, 
pastor of the First Baptist church of 
Atlanta, proposed that the commit- 
tee’s recommendations be accepted as 
a progress report and that the com- 
mittee continue its investigations dur- 
ing the next year and print findings 
in the Christian Index, Baptist publi- 
cation, 30 days before the 1934 con- 
vention. 

Dr. Fuller’s resolution asked the 
eommittee to co-operate with the 
schools in seeking to put the general 
policies of the report into effect and 
stressed that convention-supported 
educational facilities must be provi«d- 
ed on a parity as between girls and 


boys. 
Not Co-Educational. 


When he was questioned from the 
floor if that meant co-education, Dr. 
Fuller replied the resolution was not 
intended as instruction in this re- 
gard. He resolution was adopted. 

The convention then began consid- 
eration of the 1934 budget. 

The convention adopted a $500,000 
budget for the coming year and then 
engaged in a heated discussion as to 
the advisability of Mercer University 
borrowing public works funds for im- 
provements. Z 

The amount of the budget adopted 
came somewhat as a surprise since 
the executive committee recommended 
only $230,000 for state and southern 
Baptist causes. The amount above 
the committee’s recommendation is 
to be divided equally between state 
and southern activties. A substitute 
budget providing for a percentage dis- 
tribution offered by C. F. Heard, of 
Forsyth. was rejected. 

Dr. Spright Dowell, Mercer presi- 
dent, asked the convention to appoint 
a committee with authority to nego- 
tiate for about $150,000 of public 
works funds for “much needed im- 
provements” at the institution But 
the question came from the floor as 
to whether the convention would be 
bound by such a loar. 

Can’t Accept Gift. 

The Rev. Charles Germon, of Wood- 
bury, referring to the public works 
practice of granting 30 per cent of 
funds advanced for such projects said 
“We can’t take government money, 
Brethren. One of our distinct doctrines 
is separation of church and state and 
we have no business accepting as a 
gift government money.” 

McDowelL. said he understood there 
would be no grant and added: “We 
would have convinced the government 
they are self liquidating.” 


After the debate the question finally 
was referred to a committee to name 
five persons to make a recommenda- 
tion to the conventiou tomorrow. 


McDowell said Chairman Thomas 
J. Hamilton, of the Georgia public 
works advisory board, promised to 
consider Mercer's application for a 
loan. He said he wanted to convert 
Sherwood hall for men into a modern 
dormitory for women, build a heating 
system and other improvements. 

A suggestion was made from the 
floor that Bessie Tift College at For- 
syth and other schools be included 
for consideration in the public works 
program but President Aquilla Cham- 
lee said: “I protest against putting 
Bessie Tift in any such proposal. We 
don't want

No one can be blamed for thinking 
he has a sure trick when holding four | 
of the opponents’ trump suit headed | 
by the J-10-9. There is about one | 
case, or less, in a thousand in which | 
this particular combination will fail | 
to develop a winning trick. But 
Geoffrey Mott-Smith, prominent New 
York champion, player and writer on 
bridge, successfully executed one of 
the exceptions recently. 

His method was to throw the ad- 
versaries into the lead twice, and 
force them to establish a final tenace 
position for him in the trump suit. 
The interesting consideration here is 


lead-throwing. with cards he would 
have been forced to luse in any event. 
He simply stripped the hand of all 
the winning cards he had, and as he 
led out his losers he found the trumps 
being led to him. It required a.great 
deal of foresight on his part, and ac- 
curate placing of high cards.

And Tom Shevlin was as good as the others. 

They were what Pudge Hefflefinger was to line play. He 
was all there was. There is a plaque there which tells how 
Pudge, weighing 290 pounds and fast as a deer, invented lead- 
ing interference and how once he took his halfback under his 
arm and sped down the field like a deer.

“WITH U.S. LOAN 


Buildings Will Answer 
Long-Felt Need on 
Each Campus. 


By Ralph McGill. 


Georgia Tech and Georgia are go- 
ing forward with plans for new gym- 
nasiums, Modern and complete, it was 
learned yesterday from an authorita- 
tive source. 

They are awaiting the results of 
the board of regents’ request for the 
government funds which will be allot- 
ted for buildings which are self-liqui- 
dating over a period of 30 years. It 
is believéd the loans are assured. 

Georgia plans a combined armory 
and gymnasium. Tech plans a gym- 
nasium and swimming pool. th 
gyms will feature large basketball 
courts. 

Neither Tech nor Georgia has an 
adequate gymnasium. Tech, as a 
matter of fact, has none at all. -The 
gymnasium burned down last year. 
Georgia’s gym activities are housed 
in a large frame building. 

ONLY TWO. 

They are probably the only two 
major southern institutions lacking 
in adequate gymnasium equipment. 

Everything depends, of course, upon 
the successful completion of the fi- 
nancial deals which the board of re- 
gents are negotiating for at present. 
They include loans for other build- 
ings, not only at Tech and Georgia, 
but. at other members of the state edu- 
cational system, 

Under the government plan the 
buildings must be self-liquidating. 

This probably led to the worst gag 
of the year at Tech.

“Self-liquidating,” said a freshman. 
“That’s a cinch for our building. It 
will have a swimming pool.” 

Tech, however, if the money is made 
available, may locate the swimming 
pool in the Y. M. C. A. building and 
restrict the gymnasium to the basket- 
ball floor, which will also make hand- 
ball and volleyball, as well as mat and 
chest weight works, possible. 

Plans for gymnasiums have been 
contemplated for some years. They 
have now reached a concrete form 
with plans drawn.

The flowers themselves are a deli- 
cate shade of blue, and grow in a 
cluster at the end of the stem, amid . 
a group of leaves. Often there are two © 
blossoms below the main cluster, ° 
above the close-set, opposite leaves. 
The stem is from six inches to nearly ~ 
two feet in length. The leaves are long ° 
and pointed, and as we said before, 
opposite on the stem. 

Find them in the marshy places. Do 
not let this fall season pass without 
knowing the closed gentian. And if 
you know it already, by all means 
renew the acquaintance.

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‘Johnson Promises Action 
Against Accused Con- 
cerns in December. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(@)— 
Hugh 8. Johnson came back from his 
midwestern swing today voicing a de- 
termination to obtain better compli- 
ance with Blue Eagle agreements and 
codes and announced tonight that, be- 
ginning December 12, NRA’ would 
conduct public hearings on charges of 


950 | profiteering. 


Johnson told neweneqoraen he had 
found compliance conditions “bad” and 
that steps would have to be, taken 
at once to correct the situation. He 
took that report to President Rooase- 
velt, when, at the luncheon table, he 
described in detail his finding on a 
10-day speaking trip that took him 
from Chicago and Minneapolis as far 
south as Fort Worth. 


The profiteering investigation, at 
which anybody’s complaint that is 
backed up by suitable evidence will be 


fact-finding inquiry at which all inter- 
ested parties will be given ample op- 
portunity for the preparation and 
presentation of any facts bearing on 
the subject.” 

Complaints To Be Aired. 


At the hearings, individual consum- 
ers will have -a chance to lodge com- 
plaints against retailers, and any of 
the latter who have grievances against 
manufacturers likewise will be allow- 
ed to do so. 

Simultaneously, NRA moved today 
inte the differences between labor and 
employer groups over the construc- 
tion code, announcing that a public 
hearing would be held Monday over 
revised copies of the master code for 
the industry and supplementary com- 
pact. Officials said that in the revision 
many of organized labor’s objections 
would be met and others would be left 
for action after public discussion.

Approval by President Roosevelt of 
seven codes, including one for the air 
transport industry. 

Virtual decision at. NRA that the 
code for newspapers would contain 
a clause to protect the press against 
any infringements of its constitutional 
right of freedom of expression. 


Further postponement of final de- 
cision as to how the government would 
deal with’ Henry Ford in the light 
of rulings by J. R. McCarl, the comp- 
troller general, that wherever the 
Ford company is low bidder for gov- 
ernment contracts it should be given 
the business despite Ford’s failure to 
sign the automobile code. 

Lax Conditions Must Stop. 

Discussing his trip, Johnson made 
clear that conferences he held in ev- 
ery community with NRA represent- 
atives and local leaders convinced him 
that present lax conditions in regard 
to observance of Blue Eagle terms 
could not be allowed to continue. 

Until President Roosevelt had 
made a decision, Johnson was not pre- 
pared to say what would be done, but 
he said compliance would have to be 
obtained—“and will be.” 

The hearings on profiteering are a 
further step in an extended investiga- 
tion made by Division Administrator 
Arthur D. Whiteside into complaints 
so far filed with NRA. 

A warning was issued that nothing 
having to do with food prices would 
be considered, that being left up to 
the farm adjustment .administration. 

“This hearing,” said a formal no- 
tice on the subject, “is for the purpose 


yailing prices that will enable the ad- 
ministrator to establish the extent to 
which current prices may be justifia- 
bly attributed to the operations of in- 
dustry and trade under approved codes 
of fair competition of the national 
industriak¥ recovery act or under the 
president’s. re-employment agreement, 
and to determine whether existing 
price increases may be unwarranted or 
the result of monopolistic practices.” 


George F. Canfield 
Dies in New York 


NEW YORK, Nov... 15.—(4)— 
George F. Canfield, attorney and 
president of the State Charities Aid 
Association, died at his home today. 
He was 79 years old. 

Canfield had been a_ professor of 
law at Columbia University in 1931 
when he was retired with an emeri- 
tus title. 

He was president of the Atlanta 
and Charlotte Air Line Railway Com- 
pany and a director of Dun-Bradstreet 
Company. 

Canfield, who was born here on 
August 21, 1854, was graduated from 
Harvard in 1875. His first wife died 
in 1897 and in 1904 he married Miss 
Frances M, Marshall, of Charleston, 
Sonth Carolina.

Dana and Miss Dockery had pre- 
viously been arrested and released in 
connection with the slaying. 

Indictment of the two followed suits 
for $32,000 damages which they filed 
against Sheriff C. P. Roberts, of 
Adams county, alleging false arrest, 
mistreatment in jail and humiliating 
publicity.
